MORE ON HOW DIRECTIONAL PATTERNS ARE PRODUCED 
H.W,BOYD 


Since the first NRC NIGHT PATTERN BOOK was printed there have been many 
questions as to just how these patterns are produced. Shortly after the 
first book came out, I did an article explaning the basics of how such pat~ 
terns are formed, At the time, that article seemed to answer most questions 
about such patterns, 


The NRC NIGHT PATTERN BOOK is now in it's second printing, and my article 
on directional basics is a part of that book, But there has been more inter- 
est in how these patterns are formed than I expected. In the origi nal artic- 
le I didn't go much beyond the most basic of basics, mostly in the fear that 
it might go "over the head" of many members, Mail of late indicates quite an 
interest in these patterns, so this time we'll go just a bit deeper! 


Below is a chart copied from the NAB Engineering Handbook (one of 4 or 5 
actually) on such patterns, This chart shows how different patterns can be 
formed with different antenna spacing and phasing. Going down the left hand 
side of the chart we can see the different spacings, and across the top are 
different phasings. 


Our earlier example atated:"moving tower #2 to a location 180 degrees 
north of tower #1, we develop a figure eight pattern, if both towers have 
equal power and magnitude," Looking down the left hand portion 6f the 
chart we find 180°, and since the first column ia O phasing (equal power 
and magnitude), there is our pattern, 


Earlier examples also stated: "an additional phase shift of 90° on tower 
#2 will create a basic cardioid pattern," Again we look down the left hand 
portion of the chart to find 180°, then across the top to find 90°, The pat- 
tern shown where these lines cross is the basic cardioid pattern. 
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Remember that the pattern developed is a result of both the phasing,and 
the spacing, The left hand side of the graph indicates tower spacing only, 
while the top portion is for phasing only. 


Almost all questions on how such patterna are formed can be answered by 
use of the graph, and a little common sense, Should you require more detail- 
ed information, I'd suggest the NAB Engineering Handbook, or any number of 
books on the subject, Most should be available at your local library.

In 1968, Yellowstone National Park began a project—-conceived of several 
years’ previously—of installing six transmitters along an experimental 
stretch of the park's road system. These transmitters were of low power, op- 
erated on a standard AM frequency and provided the park visitors with general 
information about the park and safety precautions. So successful was the ex- 
periment that Yellowstone now operates a system of thirty transmitters, of 
low power-—100 milliwatts each, throughout the park. 


Gradually, other agencies began similar operations in an effort to better 
inform visitors, to their parks, etc., of local attractions, items of safety 
or traffic information. Shortly after the earthquake which struck the Los 
Angeles County area, the California Department of Public Works set up tempor= 
ary transmitters and successfully re-routed traffic from closed portions of 
Interstate 5 along open routes. 


In June of 1975, the Federal Communications Commission announced a "Not- 
ice Of Proposed Rule Making In The Matter of Amendment of Parts 2 and 89 of 
the Rules te provide for the use of frequencies 530, 1606, and 16172 kHz by 
stations in the Local Government Radio Service for the transmission of certain 
kinds of information to the traveling public." The proposal was assigned the 
Docket Na. 20509, and comments were solicited. An extension’ was allowed on the 
soliciting of comments, and though research for this article began in mid-1975, 
presently—March of 1976——there has yet to be any response from the FCC re~ 
garding a final decision in the matter of TI5. 


As presented to the FCC, the TIS would be limited to the above mentioned 
frequencies, and power output would be limited to a maximum of 10 watts, 
though the majority of those TIS stations presently in use operate with only 
0.1 watt--100 milliwatts. Further, hours of operation are unrestricted. 


The transmitters and other equipment are commercially manufactured, and 
consist of an AM transmitter, gain antenna, power supply, timer, and a book 
of instructions. In January of 1975, the preceeding equipment was priced at 
$1200.00; for an additional recorder and/or repeating unit, $750.00 was to be 
added, and thus a complete unit is just under $2000.00. The power output, up 
to 15 watts, and operating frequency, one of the 3 mentioned above, is selected 


by the purchaser and preset by the manufacturer. 


Regarding the TIS concept, the FCC states: "For some time the Commission, 
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together with other Federal Government agencies, has been studying the need 
for and feasibility of using low power radio transmitters to communicate cer- 
tain kinds of information to travelers. For example, radio might be used to 
alert motorists to road hazards, to inform them of available food, gascline,, 
or lodging, or to direct them to local points of interest. Also, Federal Gov- 
ernment agencies have expressed a desire to use radio at parks and other na- 
tional tourist areas to inform and advis2 travelers and to control traffic 
during emergencies such as forest fires. It appears that the use of radio can, 
in many situations, offer significant advantages over road signs or other 
methods now being used for these purposes." 


At pr sent, several Federal agencies operate low powered stations con- 
forming to the FCC proposal and most notably are the National Park Service, 
Bureau of Land Management, Forest Service, U.S. Custom's Agency, and a few 
international airports. Following is a brief list of stations currently known 
to be operating, and for the most part they are located in the Western United 
States. 


There are several TIS-type operations in California, and most fall under 
the jurisdiction of the Forest Service. The Tahoe National Forest uses two 
transmitters near Donner Summit on Interstate 80 across the Sierra range. The 
system has been in operation since the Fall of 1973; both transmitters are 
battery powered, have a range of 1000 feet, operate on 830 kHz, and deliver 
0.1 watt of power. Another unit is planned for the Summer of 1976; it will be 
Placed in operation at the southeast corner of Lake Tahoe—Visitor Center, but 
no further information is available at this time. Moving south, we note the 
use of two transmitters, since 1974, at Sequoia and Kings Canyon National 
Parks; both operate on 650 kHz, and are limited to "Less than 1/10th watts." 
In the Los Angeles area, the Angeles National Forest has been operating one 
transmitter since 1973. 


As is occassionally noted with government agencies one department may be 
unaware of the other department's activities and such is the case at Cabrillo 
National Monument located in San Diego County. Cabrillo has supposedly had two 
transmitters in operation, on 530 and 1606 kHz, since February of 1975. Trouble 
is, no one bothered to tell the Park rangers of this. Not only are no trans= 
mitters in operation, no one from the Park Superintendent on down has ever 
heard of such a plan let alone the concept of TIS! 


Moving even further south to within a mile of the United States/Mexico 
boarder, we find another station in operation. Operated by U.S. Customs Agents 
of the Treasury Department, a station on 1600 kHz provides bilingual infor- 
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mation to travelers, in the United States and Mexico, approaching the boarder. 
Despite a stated power output of one-tenth watt, the station, located in San 
Ysidro, California, claims a radius of 3 miles, and has been heard by a DXer 
in £1 Cajon, California—a distance of approximately 15 miles. Operation 

began on 1 August 1974. (Cf. The San Diego Union, 2 AUG 74, unknown page; or 
DX Monitor (International Radio Club of America), 7 SEP 74, poe 5). 


Moving northeast to Nevada, there are two known TIS stations in operation. 
One is at Lake Mead, and, like others, it operates with less than a watt of 
power on 530 and 1606 kHz. Another station is located in the Lemon-Caves 
Wheeler Peak Area of the Humboldt National Forest in northern Nevada. 


The last two known operating TIS stations are located in separate, 
adjoining, states: Utah, and Colorado. At the Flaming Gorge National Recrea- 
tional Area, Ashley National Forest, in northeast Utah, one unit operates on 
1580 kHz to provide visitors with information regarding the National Recrea- 
tional Area. Also providing information, “after hours," from sunset to sun- 
Tise, a unit at the Idaho Springs Visitor Center in Idaho Springs, Colorado 
informs visitors of’attractions at Arapaho National Forest; the frequency is 
1610 KHZ», and has been in operation since July of 1973. 


Though this article is directed at TIS operations in the United States, 
one cannot ignore similar operations in Canada. Presently, there are six 
stations in operation, utilizing graveyard frequencies and operating with 0.1 
watt each. In Jasper National Park, Alberta, there is CBPA=-1490, and CBPB on 
1230 kHz. CBPC-1490, and CBPD-1230 are located in Glacier National Park, 
British Columbia. The remaining two stations are CBPE-1490 and CBPF-1450 both 
2ocated in Cape Breton Highlands National Park, Nova Scotia. CSPA, CBPC, and 
CBPE provide information in the English language; CBPB, CBPD, and CBPF provide 
information in the French language. Like many TIS stations in the United 
States parks, the stations in Canada provide general information to park vis- 
itors. 


And now a rather unusual station which is and isn't a TIS station: KQ2XUB 
on 530 kHz. This station is located at Los Angeles International Airport. 
Though it provides general information to airport users, unlike other TIS 
stations, it is a FCC licensed experimental station, and operates with 10 
watts of power. From Los Angeles Internation, this description: "We are 
presently licensed as an experimental station by the FCC, and transmit traffic 
and parking information to airport bound motorists on 530 kHz. We utilize a 
buried cable as our antenna system so our signal can only be picked up on the 
main approach road to the airport, and inside the main airport complex. The 


cable is fed by 10 watts of RF power for each leg, and there are two trans- 
mitters broadcasting at the same time, normally with different information on 
each one. This is possible due to the extremely short range of the signal ema- 
nating from the cable (about 60 feet laterally from the cable). We have been 
on the air to the public since November 4972." The San Francisco Chronicle 
reported operation began on 10 NOV 72. (Cf. DX Monitor (International Radio 
Club of Amerisa) 9 DEC 72, poe 20.) 


The latter item on Los Angeles ‘International brings forth a point: most 
TIS stations feed into a regular antenna, above ground, and as such are heard 
over varying distances, depending on the surrounding terrain. The buried 
cable concept is more closely aligned with carrder-current stations of the 
type operated by some high schools, and many colleges with’ the intent of 
providing a service to the confines of the campus. So, please do not confuse 


the "true" TIS concept with the concept of carrier-current stations. 


By now the question on many minds might well be “What are my chances of, 
hearing a TIS station?" The answer; "Excellent to none." Confused? Look at 
it in this manner: a present list of stations operating, in the United States, 
states 191 stations are in operation in virtually all states in the United 
States, excluding Alaska, and Hawaii. Most of these stations are operated on 
@ part-time basis—tourist season. Also, recall the previous mention of the 
supposed operation at Cabrillo National Monument. While many of the stations 
are supposed to be on, there is no accurate way of determining whether or not 
they are in operation. Going one step further and assuming all listed stations 
are on the air, then there is a fair to good chance of hearing one. Recall 
the 15 mile reception of the boarder station located in San Ysidro; also, many 
West Coast DXers will recall CBXQ, 540 kHz, in Ucluelet, 6.C. being audible 
throughout much of the West Coast in recent years and the power: 40 watts! 
Further, look at the continual reports of Canadian LPRTs. The only major 


drawback to long distance reception is the terrain surrounding the station. 


As this is being read, there is no guarantee these stations are still on 
the air, and even if on how long they will remain on. Further, new stations 
may appear daily, and unless noticed by an observant DXer, such a station may 
po "undiscovered," until noted by chance. 


Only rarely does a new area of DXing open up, and most often it is an 
area which has existed for some time, hut emphasis on the area has been lack= 
ing. Such is true of Traveler's Information Service. While it is aimed at 
providing information to the oeneral public, it also provides DXers with an 


opportunity. to test patience, skill, or just plain luck at logging stations in

anew area of DXing. Oh, yes—-many stations will respond to correct reception 
reports if a stamped, self-addressed, prepared form card is sent with the 
Teport. Such reports are of little, if any, value (unless reception was within 
the "target area."), and any reply received should be looked upon as further 
luck owing to the usual lack of knowledge of a ranger regarding the hobby of 
DXing. Thus, a reply with simply "Thank you for your letter" may be received 
in lieu of the expected full-data card. ‘he definition of a "valid QSL" from 

a TIS station must be left with the DXer involved. 


So, there you have it: a new area of DXing with emphasis. It's never too 
late to start checking out the frequencies mentioned, and while on vacation 
this summer, you might check road signs or park entrances for an alert to a 
new adventure in DXing...oh, by the way, the information you hear might be of 


interest, too.

However, the situation is not 
nearly so one-sided as they might have us believe. I will gladly grant 
them two points: 1) The EC (& to a similar extent, Midwest) DXer has many 
more stations close to him, & therefore ean probably hear many more sta- 
tions, centeris paribus (all things equal). 2) The WC has the smaller, & 
probably more difficult, Eastern states to shoot for. Even as far E as 
we are, Del, N.J., & the New England states except Mass. & Conn. are very 
difficult to hear. However Mr. “iseblood implies, or seems to, when re- 
ferring to WFEA as "real DX" that it would be easy, or at least easier, 
FOR AN ECer to duplicate this 2,500 mile, 5kw logging. Well, you can't 
have your cake & eat it too! The same stations that allow the E DxXer to 
get his 1,000 twice as fast effectively block hearing really exotic Dx, 
for the most part, on regional or GY channels. Let's take an example us- 
ing the “twice as many" theory. We have stations A & B in the EB, & sta- 
tion C in the W. Now if I'm near B, I may not be able to hear A or ©, & 
if B does go off, I still might not be able to hear C because of A. In 
the W, though, if © goes off, chances are, through varying CX plus the 
fact the stations likely are roughly equidistant to the Dxer, both A&B 
could be heard. In other words, to hear all three in the E, two would 
have to go off, but in the W, only one. On the GYs, the possibilities are 
most obvious; there is almost no way all stations E of the Mississippi 
could go off, or enough so any very far W could be heard. But I can doc- 
ment loggings, even up to several years ago, of @ certain Cal.
